" In Jane, L851," said the mail 
With tlie white hair. • " I loft my 
home in Ohio for Buffalo. Being in 
a hurry to return, I book passage hy 
the steamer (i. P. Griffith for Toledo, 
on a late Sunday afternoon. The

The command had been given to call 
up the passengers, and when I again 
reached the forward deck they were 
crowding upon it. .lust aroused from 
sleep, they hurried out half dressed or 
in their night clothes, many carrying 
children, band-boxes, birdcages, car- 
pet bags and bundles, all anxious to 

■ • Something. I climbed up on the 
railing ami, taking hold of a stanchion, 
swung myself to the main deck bolow. 
StepptBfl over the forms of many who 
were lying tliore still asleep, I wout 
around to the engine and, looking up, 
saw that the (ire had broken out near 
the stnoko-sfack in a spot so diflieult to 
get at that in all probability the ship 
was doomed. Hurrying back to tbo 
main deck, upon which tho crowd was 

fast increasing, 1 removed all my 

clothing but my night shirt and draw- 
ers. Taking my money and valuables, 
I rolled them up with my trousers anil 
bud them carefully away on deck 

where I might recover them if the •hip' 

should escape destruction. Climbing 
up on the rail near the gang-plank, 
I held on until tbo frantic crowd, 
PTeSling forward, forced mc away. I 
crept along on the gunwale to near 
the wheel on th(! land side, where I 
watched the crowd as they surged for- 
ward from the approaching Humes. 

"Thete was scarcely a scream 
heard. As the llames drovo them fur 
tlltr and further forward, whole ool 
DSUII Of People were pushed into the 
water. Husbands caught their wives 
and children, and. throwing then over- 
board, lamped after them, Women 
with babes in their arms went about 
piteously bogging some one to biivo 

their children, and when they wore 
pushed or jumped info the waier held 
their infants high above their heads. 
After they «•<•,<• drowned their (milled 
skirts buoyed them up, and I saw 
babies actually trying with their little 
hands to catcli the dancing light of 
the flames in the water. 

"The ship grounded at daybreak 
in aboal ten feel, of water, a little 
more than half u mile from shore. 
The water all aboat the forward part 

of bar was full of drowned and drown- 
' ing Many good swimmers 



struck out for tho shore, but front all 
sides the poor drowning wretches 
would clutch thom and drag thorn 
down. 

"The flames drove me otT al 
In the water just beneath me was a 
struggling crowd of drowning crea- 
tures clinging to each other. Sudden- 
ly a space, of about twenty feet clear- 
ed instantly by their sinking out of 
sight dragging each other down. I 
determined to jump, swim toward the 
stern of the boat until out of the 
roach of the clutches of the drowning, 
and then make a detour for the shore 

Remembering how I used to jump 
into the water as a boy, when learn- 
ing to swim, I put my feet closely 
together, arms straight by my side, 
and plunged down like a wedge to the 
botton, with my eyes wide open. 
For a brief second I saw lying on the 
bed of the lake heaps of dead bodies 

in all positions. On rising to the 
surface 1 struck out with my arms, 
but to my horror found my feet bound 
tightly together. The band of my 
drawers burst, and slipping down. 
had hound my ankles as seeuroly as 
if tied. Turning on my back, I 
carefully disentangled them from each 
foot. These efforts greatly exhausted 
mo, but, once froo, I swam toward 
tho stern, until I was quite clear of 
all obstructions, and then struck out 
for shore. One strong swimmer pass- 
ed me and spoko somo encouraging 
words. I saw others, who must have 
become dazed, swimming back into 
the lake. 

"I was not an experienced swim- 
mer, but I had passed, as 1 had judged, 
nearly half tho distance to the Snore 
when a deathlike coldness and numb- 
ness came creeping over me. All the 
life I had fell seemed centered in my 
head, which felt liko a ball of lire. 1 
found that 1 was turning round and 
round in tho water, now catching 
glimpses of the burning ship, to which 
oven yot a few human beings were 
clinging, and now of the beach. 
Could lover reach it ? Was it worth 
while to strugglo any longer ! J Every 
movement caused intense pain in my 
chest and lungs. It seemed so easy to 
die now. 

"I ceased all efforts and raised my 
eyes for a last look at the sky. I was

with human forms hovering over the 
drowning. The air was Idled with 
thom, and close beside me I recognized 
my father, brother, and other friends 
who had died many years before. 
They prcsaod closely around me, tell- 
ing mo to strugglo on, and they would 
aid me — that my work was not dour 
that I could not be spared yd. 

•• A littlo strength came back to 

me. I remembered that I must be 

more than half way to the shore. The 
water could not be' over live feel deep. 
I lot mysolf down, and felt the sand 
under me. Aided by myspirit friends, 

whose hands and presence were . 
to mo as any human touch, I crept on 
my hands and knees on the sand for 
some distance, rising often to breathe. 
Becoming too weak for this, with my 
heavy head constantly falling back- 
ward, I sank to the bottom, and drew 
my body witli my arms near and near- 
er to the shoro, rising to the surface 
as often as necessary. A man was 
lying on the beach, one of the few 
who over reached it. When he law 
mo feebly struggling, he crept down 
to the watt . and reaching out 

his hand, tried to aid mc. I slowly 
crept up a little way oat of the water, 
but hi 1 was so weak that, falling back 
ward, I would lose mv hold anil sink 
again. 

" At last 1 was lying on the dry 
sand. How good it soonied to lie 
there, if only I need never movo again. 
My companion spoke roughly yet kind 

to me, telling me that it wataaredeatn 

to remain tiiere. I refused to move, 
but, being much stronger, he compel- 
led me to get up, and, htilf support- 
ing mo in his arms, dragged me on 
willingly along. A fanner met its and 
almost carried me across the fields to 
a low two roomed loo ,. a .|, m- T„ ( | 1( , 
smaller room, Containing two beds, I 
was at last permitted to be down. The 
long black neck of a bottle was insert 
ed between my lips, and 1 drank and 
drank until it was gently removed.

" I alternated between conscious- 
ness and unconsciousness, J,u I remein 

beared much that Mated about me. 

A largo man with a tall hat, black 
satin vest and heavy gold chain, came 
in and lay down upon the other bed. 
IIo certainly bad not been in the wa- 
tor, and I wondered if he had been 
savod in a boat. A man in the next

About 40 years ago, says a Melbourne 
correspondent, a farmer named Clarke 
left the shores of England for Tas- 
mania, for the purpose of fanning, 
taking with him considerable capital, 
and being in addition, a remarkable 
judge of sheep and cattle. He appears 
to have failed in that island, and as 
the Tasnianians were forming a new 
settlement on the shores of the great 
Australian continent, near Port Phil- 
ip, he determined to try his fortune 
there. Where the queen city of the 
south, Melbourne, with its 400,000 
inhabitants, now stands, was then a 
waste, inhabited by tho natives and 
tho kangaroo. Clarke, at this period, 
received from a distant relative a con- 
siderable sum of money, which he 
immediately invested in land in the 
vicinity of Melbourne, then called 
u Baregmss." As tho colonial govern- 
ment of Now South Wales granted 
special surveys of 80,000 acres at the 
uniform prico of live shillings per 
acre, Clarke immediately invested 
his legacy in ono of these immense 
blocks, and thus laid the foundation 
of his gigantic fortune. This was in 
1840, ana for several years ho contin- 
ued to farm and to take up sheep and 
cattle stations in tho then uninhabit- 
ed regions of Australia Felix, now the 
colony of Victoria. Ho always at- 
tended tho government land sales, and 
bought largely in the Ballarat dis- 
tricts, where the richest gold mines in 
Australia are situated. The discovery 
of gold at Mount Alexander and Bal- 
larat increased his growing wealth, as 
ho exacted rigidly a tribute or royalty 
for permission to mine on his coveted 
lands, and he thus obtained immense 
sums. 

Never were riches more worthily 
bestowed. He continued till the time 
of bis death. 1864, to buy lands, 
merino wool and deal in cattle. His 
son succeeded to this vast inheritance, 
which comprised, at his father's death, 
2,500,000 merino sheep. 300,000 
cattle, and nearly 3,000,000 acres of 
freehold lands, and a leasehold of 
crown hinds equal in area to that of 
England. The probate duty paid to 
the various colonial governments 
were calculated on an estate valued 
at $50,000,000. though that was not 
more than half its real value. Hisson, 
the present Lord Hupcrtswood, has, 
by his care and attention, quadrupled 
ibis vast fortune. When the Duke of 
Edinburgh and the sons of the Prinoe 
of Wales visited Australia, they were 
feasted right royally at Hupertswood, 
the family-seat, and Queen V ictoria 
created him Baron Hupertswood, of 
Ropertswood, in the colony of Vic- 
toria, and a peer of the United King- 
dom. Without any exaggeration, the 
Australian u worth $200,000,000, and 
the influx of population is adding 
daily to bis wealth. 

His generosity is unbounded. The 
charitable institutions of Melbourne 
and the colonies owe him a great debt 
of gratitude for his liberality. Hu- 
pertswood, the seat of this bucolic 
Australian, is superb, and can com- 
pare with any residence in the old or 
new world, its estimated cost being 
$4,000,000.

FROM IOWA. 



We left Des Moines on the Rock Isl- 
and Pacific 11. R., on the fourth of 
April. It was a beautiful day. On 
the train were several members of the 
Legislature homeward bound, and also 
One little mute besides the writer. At 
Prairie City, a fine band serenaded 
our train, and all seemed to enjoy the 
music, except us, two mutes, who 
could not hear it. On we sped down 
the great Des Moines River and valley. 
During the trip we had a fine time 
talking with the members, their wives 
and pretty daughters, and enjoyed 
their company so well that the time 
(lew away fast, and we found oursel- 
ves at home without any wearisome 
On the train the news agent 
showed us an alphabet card he had 
bqught of a deaf-mute on the road, 
some time ago, at ten cents. Mutes 
seem to find a good business in selling 
cards of their finger alphabets. From 
one of the daughters of a member of the 
Legislature, we learned that a deaf- 
mute and his wife were around Fort 
Madison begging some time ago. Time 
and again has tho Deaf-Mutes' Jour- 
nal condemned this loafing, begging 
and peddling among mutes of the 
land, and advised them to follow some 
honest calling. We could not learn 
the names of the above parties. 

We believe there is no record in the 
annals of history of a deaf-mute ever 
being hanged for murder in the first 
degree : nor do we believe that a mute 
has ever committed wilful murder in 
the full possession of his senses, like 
it is often done among the hearing 
class. 

We shall visit some of the mutes in 
Iowa, Illinois and Missouri during the 
Doming summer, and gain news from 
them, their occupations, and how they 
are getting along. 

The following item from the Keo- 
kuk (11,/c Cit if, of April 3d, will ex- 
plain how a man imitated our misfor- 
tune and received sympathy and aid 
from the public, and how he was 
caught at last. It seems we have no 
protection against such swindlers, un- 
less they are exposed. 

" A man with a deep scar on his 
head, representing himself to be a 
deaf mute, swindled Burlington peo- 
ple and did Keokuk yesterday. He 
pretends to solicit funds to have a 
necessary operation performed on his 
head, and makes it profitable. By 
piteous appeals, he attempted to se- 
cure a pass to St. Louis, and was fin- 
ally sold a ticket at half rate. . When 
Mr. Connor read the Hawkeye, he de- 
cided to get even, and visiting the 
train made the fellow pay full fare on 
tho threat of arrest"

Toe diamond 

polios have secret agents, both black 
and white. Many of the blacks are 
women. If a miner if suspected of 
stealing diamonds, ono or more of 

secret agents arc told EC watch 
him. The agent makes tht) miner's 
acquaintance in a casual way, gains 
his confidence, and has him locked 
up. Any diamond broker who is 

ted of buying stolen diamonds 
is also watched. The police send a 

Oaflre, who is in their employ, to him 
with a diamond to sell. The Caffre 
tolls the broker that he found or stole 
it. If the broker buys it, ho is arrest- 
ed, and the diamond found in his 
11011 is used as evidence against, 
him at, his trial." 

" Have those diamond police to do 
with the detection of crimes other 
than the stealing of diamonds ?" 

"No. It is a department estab- 
lished by the Govemotewt for th« one 
'in" the diamond 
mining companies, who pay to the 
Governipent for this protection ton 
per cent, of the gross receipts."

John Fry, I heir 
chief, is a most remarkable man, and 
has tho best momory of any DM I 
have ever met. He was formerly a 
Judge. His present position i* ' 
the greatest importance in South 
Africa. He is about fifty years of 
ago, and very quiet in bis manners. 
He has under him many white dotec 
tives, each of whom employs forty or 
fifty black men and women to aid him 
in discovering the thefts of diamonds 
from the mines." 

"Are many diamonds stolen?" 
"In the thirteen years that the dia- 
mond mines around the Cape have 
been worked, more than #1.'}, 000, 000 
worth of diamonds have been stolen. 
The minors arc CafTres, who steal the 
diamonds every chance they get. 
Take, for instance, the diamond 
mines of Kimberly, which arc two 
miles in diameter. In them are forty 
or fifty mining companies and nearly 
20,000 miners and others employes. 
The diamond -; ure embedded in a dark- 
colored rock, which is blasted out. 
The fragments containing the gem- 
are spread out on a level field and left 
to the action of the atmosphere. In 
a few weeks the rocks crumble away 
and the diamonds are gathered. In 
blasting out tL»" rock titers are often 
found free diamonds, which the miners 
try to steal. The Oaff rei arc divided 
into little squads of fifteen, wlm 
under the charge of a vvhii' 
wbo never turni his back to them. 
If one of the CafTres can pick up a 
free diamond without being seen, ho 
swallows it. That is the only way 
they can cone -al it, as they are 
searched before and after they go into 
tlic mines." 

" Where are they searched?" 
" In houses built for I be pttl 
When a man goes to work he fil 
tcrs the leareh bouses, as they ST 
ed, where he is compelled to remove 
all his garments, and to pat on canvas 
ts and a jacket, which bars no 
pockets in them. On their ret urn from 
work they are again searched, after 
which they are allowed to change the 
can vas sn it for their own clot lies. The 
searchers receive *40 a week salary. 
Hut these precautions by BO mean-: 
it the stealing of diamonds. It 
is impossible to entirely prevent the 
stealing, but the precautious keep the 
stealing down to a Tory large extent,. 
The searching, however, is only a 
small matter compared with the other 
■•i Lions." 
" What ure they?" 
"Unless the diamonds can be dis 
posed of after they are stolen, there 
IS little good in stealing them, and 
toward preventing the sale of stolen 
diamonds, the diamond police have 
done much. Each diamond buyer, 
seller, cutter, and broker must have 
a license from the Covernmcnt. The 
licensed diamond buyer must keep a 
register, in which he is required to 
enter tho size, weight, and appearance 
of each diamond that, he buys, the 
name of the person from whom lie 
buys it, and the (nice paid. He in
